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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 20-32 are currently pending and are present for examination. 

Applicants' amendments and arguments filed on 10-28-04, have been fully considered 
and are deemed to be persuasive to overcome the rejections previously applied. Rejections 
and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. Specifically 
Examiner has withdrawn all rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2 nd paragraph in view of claim 
amendments. Rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1 st paragraph have also been withdrawn in view 
of claim cancellations. 

Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d). The certified copy has been filed. 

Drawings 

Drawings submitted in this application are accepted by the Examiner for examination 
purposes only. 

Sequence Compliance 
Applicant is required to comply with the sequence rules by inserting the sequence 
identification numbers of all sequences recited within the claims and/or specification.

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C) In claim 20, lines 5-6, delete the phrase "in the form of pre-protein of 708 amino acids," 
without any prejudice. 

D) In claim 24, line 2, replace the word "being" with "are". 

E) In claim 24, line 3, replace the word "being" with "are". 

F) In claim 25, line 1 , replace the word "comprising" with "containing 

G) In claim 25, line 2, replace the word "containing" with "comprising". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 20-32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Following a diligent 
search it was determined that the prior art neither teaches nor suggests a pharmaceutical 
composition as claimed in claims 20-32.
